THe soundness of China's finances is stressed by Dr i. i. 


Kung, Finance Minister, in’ a 
issued yesterday in connection 
the outbrenk of Sino-Japanese

“IN CHINA 


Eleven Centres Closed as:A 
Result’ of War 


Chungking, July 5. 

The work of the Y.M.C.A. In 
“oeeupied” and Free China is ree 
viewed in a report submitted to the 
Executive Board, of the National 
Committee of the Y.M.C.A. in China 
hy Mr S.C. Leung, National General 
Secretary of the Y.MLC.A. of China. 

Amon the associations in “oc 
cupted” China, cleven have suspend~- 
ed work, five are on a restricted 
programme under serious diMcultles 
while four others continue to render 
useful service to their communities. 

The first catevory includes the two 
asrociations at Nanking and Weihal- 
wei, whose buildings were burned 
early in the war. 
at Tatung, Talyuan, Wuchang and 
Sopechow, were ‘occupied by the 
Japanese inh..ry and five associas 
tions, at Hankow, Nanking, Wuhu, 
Swatow and Canton, discontinued 
their work owing to extreme difMfcul- 
ties, though thelr buildings are fairly 
intact, except the one at Swatow 
which was badly damaged by bombs 
and Jater footed, ‘The Nanchang as- 
cockition followed its "constituency 
und now operates at Kian and Kane 
chow, and in Shiukwan, the wartime 
cupital of Kwangtung, the Canton 
association serves its migrated meme 
bers under: the able leadership of 
Edward 1. Lockwood. Carrying on 
a restricted programme «are, the five 
associations at Paoting, Kaileng, 
Chefoo, Hangchow and Amoy. 

The Peiping association has wiped 
out its debt. It has na full pros 
gramme golng on under the leaders 
ship of ;Lawrence Todnem, The 
Tientsin association rendercd a ree 
marknable service in food relief and 
reported last year the most success- 
ful finance campalgn ever .recorded 
In Its history. ‘The Tsinan asseclas 
tlon is doing, Its largest educational 
work since it’ cnme into existence in 
1912, while the Tsingtao associutlon 
has elcnred its expenses and building 
necumulated, over a number of 


sramine. 

The achievement of the Tsingtao 
‘nssoclation stands mainly to . the 
credit of the Rev. L. J. Davies, ree 
tired Presbyterian misslonary, who 
did much in building up Cheeloo 
University in Tsinan He became 
Honorary General Secretary of the 
Tsingtao association at the time of 
the Japanese occupation of the city. 
He first saved Its building from being 
ransacked, then cleared the’ associa- 
tion's debt, and now carrics on a 
worthwhile programme. 

. Work In Free China 

Turning to. the YMCA. work in 
Free China, Mr Leung limited his re- 
port to association centres that hive 
come into existence since the out- 
break of the war, The Kweilin cen- 
tre had a successful finance cam- 
paign last fall, and expanded its, 
programme. The Kwelyany centre 
jis {nelng ever-increasing opportunl- 
tics for service and -hus purchased 
the Student Centre erected on Its 
own Innd in 1939 us a new base of 
netivitices.

Darlan’ Tells French 


VICHY, France, May 23.—Following is the text of Vice-Premier Admiral Jean 
Darlan’s broadcast to-day to the French people: : 


Frenchmen: 

You have already heard our 
chief, Marshal Petain, tell you 
that it was with his ‘approval 
that I went at the ‘invitation of 
Chancellor Hitler and that con- 
versations between the chief of 
the German Reich and myself 
had been approved by him and 
by the Government. 
~—Thoe-Marshal, having-given.me-the 
undoubted honour of designating me 
as his second in his heavy task, I 
have come to bring you details which 
you have been impatiently awailing. 

The Chancellot did not asic me to 
hand over the fleet to him, 

Everyone knows—and the English 
better than anyone—that I will never 
hand it over. 


The Chancellor did not ask me for 
any. colonial: territory. He did not 


ask me to declare war on England. 


Why has he acted so? - 
Nazis.Stand Alone 
Germany began the war alone and 
judges herself able to end it alone 

against no matter what coalition.

carly in the war. Four associntions, 
at ‘Tatung, Talyuan, Wuchang and 
Soochow, were occupled by the 
Japanese military and five assochae 
tons, at Hankow, Nanking, Wuhu, 
Swatow and Canton, discontinued 
thelr work owing to extreme diMcul- 
ties, though thelr buildings are fairly 
intact, except the one at Swatow 
which was badly damaged by bombs 
and later looted. The Nanchang as- 
sociation followed Its constituency 
and now operates at Kian and Kan- 
chow, and In Shiukwan, the wartime 
cupital of Kwangtung, the Canton 
nssoclation’ serves its migrated mem- 
bers under the able leadership of 
Edward 31 Lockwood.

Referring to the strength of | the 
Chinese army, the Wor Minister de- 
clared “We have over 300 divisions 
with 5,000,000 soldiers In the field 
and 10,000,000 more In reserve or in 
training behind the lines. ‘Over 
1,100,000 guerillas are harassing

In the four yenrs of the war, the 
Chinese had succeeded In destroying 
over: 1,000 Japanese aircraft, accord~ 
ing to official figures released by the 
Chinese alr force, Of these, 32] 
were shot down by. Chinese plancs, 
290 destroyed on the ground, and 170 
shot down by A.A. fire, 138 shot down 
by ground forces, 97 destroyed by 
guerillas, and 45 crashed behind or 
close to the Chinese Ines. 

These figures, it {s added, ‘do not 
Include planes damaged and unlikely 
to have returned to heir ‘bases nor 
those lost in accidents behind the 
lines, 

Fifty-four Japanese alrmen were 
taken prisoners by the Chinese, it fs 
further-clalmed, and more than 1,200 
dead alemen were found. Qutside a 
fow surprise attacks by Chinese 
bombing squadrons, the Chinese’ 
statement reveals, the Chinese air 
force fs at present remaining Inactive,

NOTES | 
Axis Loses Order 


MADRID, July 6 (Reuter).—Spain. 


Is to-print more of her own bank 
notes Instead of yetting them done 
for her by the Axls. 

A decree issued by Generni 
Franco to-day says that the Bank of 
Spain must give preference to the 
Fabrica Naclonal de Moneda for 
orders of manufacture of bank notes. 
The Fabrica Nacional de Moneda 
was authorised in April to print 
Bank of Spaln notes and to-day the 
decree says that the Sntentlon waa 
“to assure maximum guarantees of 
every Kind in the national man- 
ufacture of notes for the issuing 
institutions.” ‘ 

The bulk of the banknotes at 
present In circulation in Spain were 
printed in Germony and Italy. 

In case of special necd, the Board 
of the Bank may still order notes to 
be printed abrond.

Tho rain was not particularly heavy 
but an Increasing wind swept rain 
through Hl-fittingg windows and doors, 
all of which had to be securely batten- 
ed and stuffed with rags and popera to 
prevent the water scoping through. 
Many houscholdera found little sleep in 
the oppressive atmosphere indoors with 
doors and windows banging and constant 
surveys of rooms to see that no dom- 
age was being done. The fierce wind 
necentuated the night nolses. 


Ferries Stop Running 

At dawn the wind was still whipping 
the harbour but it was considered, sate 
for ferries, nithourh onty a,few trips 
had been mndc when the services were 
ruspended and Kowloon residents found 
themselves marooned not only from 
their offices but also from their com- 
radores and many a houschold found 
Itself without milk, bread or the morn- 
{nz paper. Island residents, too,  dis- 
covered similar diMeultles but perhaps 


pardoned the compradore’s boy for not 
venturing, out on his usual rounds, 


With the hoisting of the No, 9 signal 
at 6.27 trama returned to thelr depots 
although a few buses continued, forced 
to run off their schedules. 


For the rest of the day residents, 
certainly those tn Kowloon, remained 
Indoors, walting patiently for the wind 
ta obate, few’ ventured out, bare- 
footed, In shorts and shirts which were 
drenched Inside a minute, to “see what 
It wos Hke’” but most returned quickly, 
decovering. that they ceuld sec ltte 
through the wind driven sheets of raln. 


A few private cars ventured out but 
taxi-drivers were reluctant to answer 
calls, particularly around noon when 
the hel#ht of the storm,scemed fo be 


y renched, 


The wind gradually abated after tiffin 
and at 4 pam. more tralic was on the 
toads, The Yaumati ferries resumed 
ubout 6.30 and the Kowloon - service 
followed an hour ater, the vessels 
embarking: ond disembariing passengers 
direct on to the whorf os the pontoons 
had been lifted, By 2% p.m. the wind 
had dropped to a falnt breeze only, 
there was na rnin and only the  op- 
pressive atmosphere remained to indI- 
cate that the typhoon was sth in) the 
vicinity. : 

About midnight, however, the wind 
freshened, heavy rain’ begun to fall 
and the ferries stopped running. 


Tuesday | 


The. three rafts at Repulse Bay 
broke from thelr moortag during the 
height of the storm on Monday night, 
and were thrown on-the beach, one 
being badly damaged. The Lido and 
Middle Bench’ rafts were not affected. 

Matsheds generally suffered little 
damage, except for Nos, 22 and 99, 
which have been stripped of their 
covering; leaying only the skeleton 
framework. The road lending to the 
beach was Httered with leaves and tree 
branches. 

A few people ventured on to the 
beach this morning, to watch the surf 
ns it crashed on the beach, creating; an 
awe-lnsplring sight. 

Broadcast on Evacuntion, ‘Declaring 
that he hoped the time would never

He drew a word 
conditions whlch,.in case of 
the worst happening here, could face 
the man called up for service, with his 
wife or family in peril. :
